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Waikiki sidewalks may soon be 
off limits for skateboards and roller 
skates. / 

That's if the City Council ap¬ 
proves a propo^l from city Tran¬ 
sportation Services Director John 
Hirten. 

As part of his attempt to clean up 
Waikiki's sidewalks for pedestrians, 
Hirten has asked the council to 
enact a bill that would: 

• Ban the riding of skateboards, 
roller skates, coasters, toy vehicles 
or similar devices on any sidewalk 
in a “business district" — primarily 
Waikiki. 

• Require that those using skates 
or skateboards on sidewalks outside 
business districts yield the right of 


way to pedestrians. The skater or 
skateboarder also would have to 
"give an audible warning signal be¬ 
fore overtaking and passing such 
pedestrian." 

In a letter to the council, Hirten 
said the bill, if enacted, would apply 
islandwide, “but (is) primarily need¬ 
ed in Waikiki." 

Kalakaua Avenue, Hirten wrote, 
“has the greatest amount of pedes¬ 
trian traffic of any sidewalks within 
our state." 

“Currently, however, there are 
serious problems inhibiting pedes¬ 
trian flow there caused by the 
proliferation of newsstands and 
tourist publication dispensers, ill- 
placed planter boxes and other 


street furniture. 

“Thus, the pedestrian, in this high 

'volume of slow-moving traffic, is 

endangered by persons on roller 
skates, skateboards and other simi¬ 
lar devices. 

“We have received numerous 
complaints about this matter from 
residents of Waikiki, and they par¬ 
ticularly single out the skateboard 
riders, racing down Kalakaua Ave¬ 
nue sidewalks, zigzagging between 
pedestrians and the existing clut¬ 
ter." 

The City Council Housing and 
Transportation Committee yester¬ 
day gave initial approval to the bill, 
which must pass three votes by the 
full council.
